Chief Executioner 
Of Sing Sing Dies

New York. Oct. 10 (/P)—Robert 
G. Elliott, a gaunt and tragic old 
man sick of the sight and memory 
of death—whose "hired man" he 
long had been as the exectitioner 
of Sing Sing and the prisons of 
four other eastern states—died to- 
day in retirement. 


He succumbed, at 65. to heart 
trouble 
Thus ended a persistent 
Illness that began 
in the 
early 
summer and forced a respite for 
the man who stood at the head of 
the most macabre 
of 
all 
the 
world's unhappy 
professions — a 
man who in the 13 years of his 
gloomy career had 
turned 
the 
death house switch to 
end 
the 
lives of more than 300 convicted 
murderers. 


Among those upon 
whom 
he 
had executed the last commands 
of the courts were Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann, the kidnaper of the 
Lindberg baby: Ruth Snyder and 
hor paramour, Judd Gray; Sacco 
and Vanzetti. tlie accused Massa- 
chusetts killers whose conviction 
stirred world-wide clamor; "two- 
gun" Crowley, the notorious New 
York City bad man.

Always Elliott was 
the 
very 
symbol of legal impersonalisni in 
his ugly Job; always he made it 
plain that in his mind thero was 
no souse of wrongdoinn—that ho 
was but a roliot instrument of tlio 
law of capital 
punishment. 


Hi.s wmk. centering mostly at 
Sing Sing btn performed also in 
the prisons of New .lorsoy. Penn- 
sylvania. Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut. bail ro.'itrlcted and shad- 
owed tho llttlo area of his llfo. 
Not oven to his childron did ho 
disclose tho nature of his trade; 
all thoso who woio «hiso to him 
know him by tho affoctionato and 
kindly nicknamo of "Pop."

MOSCOW B O L S T E R S

of Sing Sing and the prisons of 
four other eastern states— died to­ 
day in retirement.

MEDIATOR ROLE 
SHUNNED DY U. S. 


No Suggestions Received 
By Roosevelt to Push 
Peace Proposals 


Washington, 
Ort. IO (ZPi 
The 
United States appeared tonight to 
be still shunning, for the time be­ 
ing at least, any role of mediator 
in the European war. 
Although authoritative sources 
in Berlin had said last week that 
Adolf Hitler would accept an arm ­ 
istice if President Roosevelt pro 
posed it with a view to a general 
European settlement, Mr. Roose­ 
velt told reporters flatly today, in 
response to a question, 
that 
he 
had received no suggestions that 
he step forward with peace pro­ 
posals. 
The president did not say any­ 
thing specific about his intentions, 
but he told a brief parable which 
some officials interpreted as mean­ 
ing that he would not act merely 
on the strength of a “ trial bal­ 
loon” from Berlin.

Hoover Lists Bomb

Planes As Barbaric! 


New York, Oct. IO (ZP) —Former 
President Herbert Hoover tonight 
urged the United States to “ raise 
a standard against barbarism” in 
warfare by prohobiting

“ I do not like to think of the 
day when bombing

Defense Weapons Needed 
“ Equally 
important, and from 
exactly the same reasoning, I am 
convinced that we should permit 
nations to buy from us the instru­ 
ments by which they can defend 
themselves 
from

barbari­ 
ties,” the statement continued. 
“ We 
should 
therefore permit 
the sale of pursuit airplanes! light 
observation 
planes, 
anti-aircraft 
guns, and any other 
instruments 
of defense against attacks on ci­ 
vilians.” 
Hoover said he suggested a ban 
on weapons which could he used 
to attack civilian populations as 
a third alternative to the “ repeal”

“ After war itself, the threat of 
destruction of open cities and the 
killing of women and children is 
the greatest step to barbarism of 
a thousand years,” he said.

R oosevelt listened quietly to the arg u ­ 
m ents of the liberals that anti-proflteerlng 
legislation w as needed im m edia tely .

w hen they finished, he at once

clear that he did not intend io permit any­ 
thing to Interfere wMth the earliest 
pos­ 
sible repeal of the ar m s 
em barg o. 
The 
nation w as faced with an " extrem e e m e r ­ 
gency," he declared, and w ould co nti nue 
to 
be In danger until the neutrality bill 
w as passed. 


"I agree with ev eryth in g you say about 
the evils ot profiteering and the desirabil­ 
ity of taking prompt action to curb them, ” 
Roosevelt in effect told the C ongressmen. 
‘But there are oth er matters far m ore ur­ 
gent. I can tell you g entlem en that there 
is a desperate need to get the netitrallty 
bill thro ugh Congress at the earliest pos­ 
sible m om ent. 


"Until we have an airtight 
neutraiiiy 
I law on tho books, we \vlll have our guard

Grand 
Marais, is the leading locality 
in 
Michigan for the fern picking 
in­ 
dustry. The ferns are picked for 
(iealers In Chicago and Milwaukee. 
This fall, the fern buyer in 
this 
locality is from Wisconsin, 
and 
has a m arket for 
eight 
million 
ferns. 


The ferns are gathered In the 
hardwood timlier by pickers who 
come hero the latter p a rt of Sep­ 
tember, put up th e ir ten ts o r erect 
'ihacks. and continue to pick ferns 
until the snow covers th© ground, 
usually over a period of 
six 
or 
( ight weeks. The 'ferns a re put in 
bundles of 25 each a t the rate of 
forty cents per 
thousand 
ferns. 
The average pickers will 
gather 
from 400 to 10.000 ferns of 
14 
inches or more in length per day. 
The fern buyer packs th e bundles 
In damp swamp moss and they are 
then shipped or trucked to cold 
morage plants in Chicago and Mil­ 
waukee. From there they are sent 
to various florists 
and 
green­ 
houses throughout the country. 


lx>cal people pick these 
ferns 
also as well aa tran sient 
people, 
although there are a g reat many 
more who move Into this locality 
for the duration of the fern pick­ 
ing season only, living in tem por­ 
ary dwellings, and not returning 
intil the next year. 


There are only two areas where 
(hese ferns are gathered in 
this 
part of the 
country: 
namely, 
N orthern Wisconsin 
and 
in 
the 
vicinity of Grand M arais in

I'pper Peninsula of Michigan. It

Grand Marais Tops 
In Fern Picking 


Grand Marais, 
Mich. — Burt 
Township, especially near 
Grand 
Marais, is the leading locality 
in 
Michigan for the fern picking 
in­ 
dustry. The ferns are picked for 
dealers in Chicago and Milwaukee. 
This fall, the fern buyer in 
this 
locality is from W isconsin, 
and 
has a market for 
eight 
million 
ferns. 
The ferns are gathered in the 
hardwood timber by pickers who 
come here the latter part of Sep- 
I em ber, put up their tents or erect 
shacks, and continue to pick ferns 
until the snow covers the ground, 
usually over a period of 
six 
or 
eight weeks. The 'ferns are put in 
bundles of 25 each at the rate of 
forty cents per 
thousand 
ferns. 
The average pickers will 
gather 
from 400 to 10,000 ferns of 
14 
inches or more in length per day. 
The fern buyer packs the bundles 
in damp swamp moss and they are 
then shipped or trucked to cold 
storage plants In Chicago and Mil­ 
waukee. From there they are sent 
to various florists 
and 
green­ 
houses throughout the country. 
Local people pick these 
ferns 
also as well as transient 
people, 
although there are a great many 
more who move Into this locality 
for the duration of the fern pick­ 
ing season only, living in tempor­ 
ary dwellings, and not returning 
until the next year. 
There are only two areas where 
these ferns are gathered In 
this 
part of the 
country; 
namely. 
Northern W isconsin 
and 
in 
the 
vicinity of Grand Marais in 
the 
Upper Peninsula of Michigan. It 
is claimed that the finest 
grade 
of Ferns come from Grand Marais.

leaves have so increased the fire 
hazard that lookouts in fire tow­ 
ers perhaps will be kept at their 
posts beyond the usual October 15 
layoff date, the field administra­ 
tion division of the Michigan de­ 
partment of conservation report­ 
ed today. 
Only heavy fall rains 
will change the 
situation 
ma­ 
terially. 
To date timber losses from fire 
have been held to three-tenths of 
one percent of the area guarded. 
Not so good as the 1938 record, 
when the loss was one-eighth of 
one percent, or in 193 7, when the 
loss was even lower, the 1939 fire 
record to date compares favorably 
with the best years.

At Madison 


Citizens Are Invited 
To Suggest C-C Plan 


Lansing— H aving had tentative 
approval from P re sident 
Roose­ 
velt and the d e p a r tm e n t of 
in­ 
terior, the regional planning com­ 
mittee of the n o rth e rn lake states 
will m eet in Madison, Wis., 
Oct. 
20, to prepare a p ro g ra m for the 
federal governm ent to provide 
a 
reasonable sta ndard of economic 
security for the people in th e cut­ 
over lands of the district. 


The fu tu re of several h u n d re d 
th ousand persons and th e proper 
use of more th an 57,000,000 acres 
of land are involved. 


F o rm e r 
C ongressm an 
John 
Luecke took th e lead in starting 
the inquiry. He asked P resident 
Roosevelt to authorize a study of 
economic conditions in th e upper 
peninsula. 


With the lum ber ind u stry gone, 
and a curtailed m ining industry, 
Luecke viewed with some 
alarm 
the future of th e people in

district. In fact, he saw no

portunity 
for th em to m aintain 
theinselvos, w ithout an extensive­ 
ly financed g o vernm e nt program.

Cut-Over Area Problems 
Will Be Discussed 
At Madison 


Lansing— Having had tentative 
approval from President 
Roose­ 
velt and the departm ent of 
in­ 
terior. the regional planning com­ 
mittee of the northern lake states 
will meet in Madison, Wis., 
Oct. 
20. to prepare a program for the 
federal governm ent to provide 
a 
reasonable standard of economic 
security for the people in the cut­ 
over lands of the district. 
The fu tu re of several hundred 
thousand persons and the proper 
use of more than 57,000,000 acres 
of land are involved. 
Form er 
Congressman 
John 
Luecke took the lead in starting 
the inquiry. He asked President 
Roosevelt to authorize a study of 
economic conditions in the upper 
peninsula. 
With the lum ber industry gone, 
and a curtailed mining industry, 
Luecke viewed with some 
alarm 
the future of the people in 
the 
district. In fact, he saw no 
op­ 
portunity 
for them to m aintain 
themselves, w ithout an extensive­ 
ly financed governm ent program. 
The president referred the sub­ 
ject to the 
national 
resources 
commission. A fter a prelim inary 
study, the NRC decided the people 
living in the cutover 
areas 
of 
Wisconsin and Minnesota were no 
better off than their 
fellows 
in 
Michigan. T he inquiry accordingly 
was broadened to include cutover 
areas of th e o th er states and 
the 
northern p a rt of the lower penin­ 
sula. 
Suggestions Listed 
At the conclusion of its study, 
the regional com mittee made the 
following recom m endations to the 
president and the federal 
agen­ 
cies: 
T ransfer tow n roads 
to 
coun­ 
ties; consolidate school 
districts 
into units large enough to 
sup­ 
port a com plete system 
through 
senior 
high 
school; 
distribute 
state aid on basis of need; 
have 
grants-in-aid funds 
administered 
locally, but w ith state standards 
for perform ance, and state audits 
of funds; definite plans should be 
developed jointly 
between 
state 
and federal agencies on the 
one 
hand, and w ith th e local agencies 
on the other hand, for the m ain­ 
tenance of local roads in state and 
federal forests. This might involve 
the state and federal governments 
assuming the entire cost of such 
maintenance in certain areas; in­ 
crease federal aids for health and 
education; have federal land m an­ 
aging agencies set up a new basis

CONTINUE RISE 


Scrap Metal Prices A re 
Following S h a r p 
Upward Trend 


Iron and steel production con­ 
tinues to expand, and will rise 
f u rth e r the next few weeks. Scrap 
prices have extended th e ir recent 
sh a rp u p tu rn , and finished steel 
quotations a r e edging u pw ard on 
some products, according to m a g a ­ 
zine Steel. 
Consum ers generally are cover­ 
ed for the q u a r t e r ’s req u irem en ts, 
in some cases th ro u g h early 1940. 
Consequently, new 
business has 
m oderated, 
but rising c o n s u m p ­ 
tion is reflected in pressure for 
delivery and in heavier d e m an d s 
on w arehouses by users unable to 
obtain 
sufficiently 
prom pt ship­ 
m ent from mills. 
In only a few cases are p ro d u c­ 
ers of th e c o m m o n er steel p r o d ­ 
ucts able to take additional busi­ 
ness 
for 
sh ip m en t by Dee. 31. 
Some cons um ers are seeking pla­ 
ces on first q u a r t e r schedules, but 
mills a re accepting such business 
at open prices, and only a r e la­ 
tively small to nnage has been t a k ­ 
en on this basis. 
S teelm ak in g last w’eek rose 3 % 
points to 87 % per cent, highest 
since May, 1937, an d 2 5 % points 
better th a n a m o n th ago.

traordinary session of Congress is to 


determine what form the Nation's neutral- 
ity in the European conflict shall take, the 
matter of the taxation of war profits also 
will be under consideration.

fore the World War, some hundred thou- 
sand people in all. 


White Russian and Little Russian min- 


orities, on the other hiind, were big chips 
off their old racial blocs now within 
the 


U.S.S.R. The region of tho 
White Rus- 


sians was split by an international boun- 
dary into the White Russian Soviet Social- 
ist Republic and the northeastern quarter 
of Poland, with more than half on the So- 
viet 
side. 
The traditional region of the 


Little Russians, known as the Ukraine, is 
now divided among the U.S.S.U., Poland, 
Hungary, and Romania, with the largest 
section constituting the Ukrainian Soviet 
Socialist Republic. 


Why are the White Russians called 


white? 
In 
complexion they are a little 


fairer than their Turk-and-Tatar Influenc- 
ed Russian brothers to the south in the 
Ukraine, but they are not so fair as their 
neighbors, the Lithuanians to the north. It 
is fashion, rather than complexion, that 
has given them their name. The fashion, 
moreover, is singularly unchanging, since 
the title was theirs before Columbus sail- 
ed to find red men for the world's racial 
color scheme. The White Russians live in 
the glHcier-Bcoured, swamp-infested region 
stretching from the vast PInsk Marshes 
north to Lithuania; only incessant hard 
work can wring a living from the 
land. 


There is little time 
for 
embroidering 


bright cross-stitch 
trimmings or dyeing 


skirts in rainbow stripes; there is little 
money 
for 
gay prints for kerchief or 


apron. Hence the style among the White 
Russians has come to be an austere cos- 
fume of almost unrelieved white. The sim-

made of homegrown flax. Even the put- 
tees are white 


The White Russians' name Is centuries 


older than the recent political term used 
to contrast the anti-revolutionary white 
Russians with the revolutionary red Rus- 
sians. 


Long separation has made the 
White 


Russians of Poland different in speech and 
customs from their kinsmen in the 
Rus- 


sian Soviet Socialist Republic to the north- 
east. Conquered by the Lithuanians, they 
were passed on to Poland, to which they 
belonged until Catherine the 
Great 
re- 


claimed them as part of her share in the 
ISth century partitions of Poland. The re- 
vived Poland of 191U-1915U included about 
a million White Russians. 


By far the largest Russian minority 


were the Ukrainians 
in 
the 
southeast, 


three and a quarter millions of them. An 
additional million and a quarter were the 
cousins who lived among them and a lit- 
tle farther westward as the 
Ruthenians. 


The latter were the Ukrainians who mig- 
rated westward from the plains into 
the 


foothills and high valleys of the Carpath- 
ian Mountains centuries ago. and were in 
tho area, acquired by the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire from the ISt.h century partition of 
Poland. To encourage them to forget their 
Russian connections. Austrian rulers call- 
ed them Ruthenians. When a group

But they did come 
away 


from the White House with one thing — 
»n inside glimpse of a great fear that

haunting the President. It is the fear that 
hla New Deal reforms will be nullified 
by 


war. 


Roosevelt listened quietly to the argu- 


ments of the liberals that anti-profiteering 
legislation was needed immediately. But 
when they finished, he at once made 
it 


clear that he did not intend io permit any- 
thing to interfere with the earliest pos- 
sible repeal of the arms embargo. 
The 


nation was faced with an "extreme emer- 
gency," he declared, and would continue 
to b* in danger until the neutrality bill 
was passed. 


"I agree with everything you say about 


the evils of profiteering and the desirabil- 
ity of taking prompt action to curb them," 
Roosevelt in effect told the Congressmen. 
"But there are other matters far more ur- 
gent. I can tell you gentlemen that there 
is a desperate need to get the neutrality 
bill through Congress at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. 


"Until we have an airtight 
ntalraiiiy 


law on the books, we will have our guard 
down and be open to all kinds of incidents 
involving our country in 
the 
European 


conflict. This is a dangerous position to bo 
in, and 1 can't stress too strongly the ivortl 
dangerous." 


The liberals were impressed 
by 
this 


statement, but they still clung to 
their 


demand. "1 have no doubt that what you 
say is true, Sir. President." persisted Rep- 
resentative John Coffee, Washington New 
Dealer, "but we have a bii! all ready and 


"John, there are a lot more angles to 


this profiteering problem then 
you per- 


haps realize," Roosevelt broke 
in. 
"We 


have been studying it and it's not so sim- 
ole as you think. I suggest that you folks

Grand Marais Tops 


In Fern Picking 


Grand Marafs, Mich.— fiurt 


Township, especially near 
Grand 


Marais, is the leading locality in 
Michigan for the fern picking in- 
dustry. The ferns are picked for 
dealers in Chicago and Milwaukee. 
This fall, the fern buyer in this 
locality is from Wisconsin, 
and 


has a market for eight million 
ferns. 


The ferns are gathered in the 


hardwood timber by pickers who 
come here the latter part of Sep- 
tember, put up their tents or erect 
shacks, and continue to pick ferns 
until the snow covers the ground, 
usually over a period of six or 
eight weeks. The'ferns are put in 
bundles of 25 each at the rate of 
forty cents per thousand ferns. 
The average pickers will gather 
from 400 to 10,000 ferns of 
14 


inches or more In length per day. 
The fern buyer packs the bundles 
in damp swamp moss and they are 
then shipped or trucked to cold 
storage plants in Chicago and Mil- 
waukee. From there they are sent 
to various florists 
and 
green- 


bouses throughout the country. 


Local people pick these ferns 


also as well as transient people, 
although there are a great many 
more who move Into this locality 
for the duration of the fern pick- 
ing season only, living in tempor- 
ary dwellings, and not returning 
until the next year. 


There are only two areas where 


these ferns are gathered in this 
part of the 
country; 
namely, 


Northern Wisconsin 
and in the 


vicinity of Grand Marais in 
the 


Upper Peninsula of Michigan. It 
is claimed that the finest 
grade 


of Ferns come from Grand Marais.

A total of 
1,057 fires this year have bursed 
over 45,668 acres of the 15,391.- 
83 S acres guarded.

Cut-Over Area Problems 


Will Be Discussed 


At Madison 


Lansing—Having had tentative 


approval from President 
Roose- 


velt and the department of 
in- 


terior, the regional planning com- 
mittee of the northern lake states 
will meet in Madison. Wis., Oct. 
20, to prepare a program for the 
federal government to provide a 
reasonable standard of economic 
security for the people in the cut- 
over lands of the district. 


The future of several hundred 


thousand persons and the proper 
use of more than 57,000,000 acres 
of land are involved. 


Former 
Congressman 
John 


Lueeke took the lead in starting 
the inquiry. He asked President 
Roosevelt to authorize a study of 
economic conditions in the upper 
peninsula. 


With the lumber industry gone, 


and a curtailed mining industry, 
Lueeke viewed with some alarm 
the future of the people in 
the 


district. In fact, he saw no op- 
portunity 
for them to maintain 


themselves, without an extensive-1 
ly financed government program. 


The president referred the sub- 


ject to the 
national 
resources 


commission. After a preliminary 
study, the NRC decided the people 
living in the cutover areas of 
Wisconsin and Minnesota were no 
better off than their fellows in 
Michigan. The inquiry accordingly 
was broadened to include cutover 
areas of the other states and the 
northern part of the lower penin- 
sula. 


Suggestions Listed 


At the conclusion of its study, 


the regional committee made the 
following recommendations to the 
president and the federal 
agen- 


cies: 


Transfer town- roads to coun- 


ties ;> consolidate school 
districts 


into units large enough to sup- 
port a complete system 
through 


senior 
high 
school; 
distribute 


state aid on basis of need; 
have 


grants-in-aid funds 
administered 


locally, but with state standards 
for performance, and state audits 
of funds; definite plans should be 
developed jointly 
between state 


and federal agencies on the one 
hand, and with the local agencies 
on the other hand, for the main- 
tenance of local roads in state and 
federal forests. This might involve 
the state and federal governments
